THE CRYING TOWEL — 


~ It used to be that football‘coaches were the principal‘exponents 
f the crying towel technique, but in recent times, they have’ been 
hed back into the category of rank amateurs, ‘as politicians, 
school officials, and the prophets of doom and destruction scream 
calamity from tear-drenched eyes, (How do you like that simile?) 
Out with the crying towels at the moment are, from top to 
fom or vice versa: Our elected officials in Washington, who have 
ibstituted the crying towel for what we country folks used to call 
tical guts, and our elected officials in Sacramento, ditto. 
- the county. capitol, supervisors are wrassling with a tentative 
t that exceeds last year’s budget (naturally) and right out of 
“the ‘crying towel comes the awful truth that it is the state and the 
federal government, with their munificent welfare programs, that are 
_ the root of all tax evils. (But we’ve been listening to that story for 
about 20 years, and all that seems to have happened is that more and 


And down in the city capitol building, councilmen are attempting 
to set up a city budget that would look great if the income and 
_expenditure columns could be reversed. The sad situation is that 
“more needs to be done than there is money to do it, yet in the 
‘proposed city budget is a $60,000 item for a community center 
welfare building. (Pass the crying towel, please.) 

And schools! You should see the press releases we are getting 


from the various levels of the school hierarchy: State, (where it 
would seem that the. teachers and the PTA might be a bit miffed 
about Proposition No. 8;) the county level, from which we learn that 
“school districts are in real danger;” and the local level, ditto. 

Then listen to the ballyhoo coming from innumerable sources 
about the calamities of mankind and the sins of the horrible 
establishment, and it should be obvious that even the crying towel 
isn’t adequate. We’re all going to be dead anyway. ; 

So. We’ve had enough of the crying. We say there come periods of 
economic belt-tightening; periods of appraisal, when public officials, 
from local to federal level, take a look at things with the attitude, 
“Is this and this and this really necessary; are these programs and 
these expenditures really getting the job done; are these great 
projects actually essential, or are they primarily part of the great 
American system of boondoggling?” 

Then we the people have to get into the act and say, “OK, this is 
a settling down time; this is a time when we take care of essentials 
only; this is a time when we sort of re-group, and get ready to jump 


again.” 


And, of course, this can be done without damage to the ‘basic 
education system, and ‘without damage to the system of caring for 
the humanitarian needs of the unfortunate. Essentially, we just stop 


gilding the lily for awhile. 


Now that we’ve settled these problems, we have a final shot - to 
the state legislature, and to the national congress, to wit and 
herewith: In this system of intertwined and overlapping government, 

~ in which each lower level of public administration is dependent to a 
more or less degree on a higher level, you boys at the state and 
federal level, after taking care of raising your own salaries, might 
well get off your fat duffs and take care of your legislative 
responsibilities that relate to lower levels of public administration, 
like maybe deciding what you’re going to do about school financing, 
then doing it - for better or worse - so that school administrators can 
set up their plans. We suggest pronto action. 

But, because we’ve watched and participated in operations of the 
body politic for lo, these many years, we know that the real answer 
is not words of wisdom, It’s the crying towel.

RED LIGHT? 
PULL TO RIGHT, 
STOP AND WAIT 


PORTERVILLE — “When 
you see a red light behind you, 
move to the right of the 
roadway immediately, using 
your signal lamps. Unless the 
emergency vehicle continues 
past you, stop at the curb or in 
the freeway parking strip on the 
right side of and parallel to the 
roadway.” ° 

This advice, from Lieutenant 
E.J. Heringer of the California 
Highway Patrol comes directly 
from the Vehicle Code. 

. Lieutenant Heringer 
explained that when a CHP 
officer makes a red light stop he 
also controls other traffic to 
permit the vehicle being stopped 
to move across the roadway in 
front of him. 

Drivers may avoid panic at 
the sight of a red light by 
knowing in advance what to do. 
Lieutenant Heringer offers. this 
list of “‘don’ts.” 

--Don’t wait for the sound of 
a siren when you see the red 
light. 

-Don’t stop in the center 
divider strip of a freeway or 
divided highway. 

-Don’t stop in the moving 
traffic lanes. 

“If an officer indicates to you 
to stop next to a fire hydrant or 
in a loading zone, do it,” the 
CHP official advises. “The 
officer has selected it as the best 
available safe spot to stop, and 
it’s legal to stop there under his 
direction.” 

After stopping, 


approach of the officer, who has 
a few things to do, such as 
unfastening his seat belt, 
adjusting his lights and radioing 
his position. The slight delay 
does not mean he wants the 
stopped driver to walk back to 
him. 

“Opening the door to the 
traffic lane is dangerous. Stay in 
the car unless the officer tells 
you to get out. To be ready for 
such emergencies, be sure you 
always have your vehicle 
registration and driver’s license 
with you when you drive,” 
Lieutenant Heringer said.

To Plan Pacific 


Crest Scenic Trail 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford 
Hardin has announced 
selection of a 30-member 
advisory council to assist in 
development and administration 
of the 2,313-mile Pacific Crest 
National Scenic trail. 

The trail, through the 
Cascade and Sierra Nevada 
mountains from Canada to 
Mexico along the Pacific slope, is 
one of two designated by 
Congress in late 1968 to launch 
the National Trails system for 
promotion of exploration and 
enjoyment of the outdoors. 

Since the major part of the 
Pacific Crest trail (more than 
1,500 miles) crosses National 
forests, it is administered by the 
Secretary of Agriculture through 
the Department’s Forest service. 

The other trail, the 
Appalachian, along the eastern 
seaboard, is administered by the 
Department of the Interior. _ 

Among duties for the first 
Pacific Crest Trail council are 
consultation on selection of 
rights-of-way, standards for 
erection and maintenance of 
markers along’ the trail, arid 
administration of the trail.

$2 Million In . 
Social Security 
Benefits Per Month 


VISALIA — Social security 
benefits paid to residents of 
Tulare county totaled $2 million 
a month as 1969 ended, Donald 
Chapin, social security district 
manager, has reported. 

A. benefit increase, signed 
into law by President Nixon on 
December 30, 1969, has since 
raised the monthly rate of 
payment by 15 percent for the 
26,332 social security 
beneficiaries in Tulare county, 
Chapin noted. 

Of the social security 
beneficiaries living in the 
county, 16,343 are retired 
workers and their dependents. 
Another 5,512 are receiving 
benefits as the survivors of 
workers who have died, and 
4,010 are getting benefits as 
disabled workers, or the 
dependents of disabled workers.

VISALIA — What used to be 
idle conversation seems to be 
approaching reality - a 12-month 
season for oranges in Tulare 
county. 

At least the weekly report 
from County Agricultural 
Commissioner Elvin O. Mankins 
states that some Navel oranges 
are still being picked, and that 
Valencia orange harvest is 
moving slowly. 

As for other crops, the 
Commissioner’s report says that 
barley harvest is gaining 
momentum and wheat harvest is 
getting underway, with some 
fields being baled for hay; corn 
is making good growth and milo 
is “doing very well.” 

As cotton is now beginning to 
grow, cultivating, irrigating and 
chopping is in progress; alfalfa is 
being cut and baled; sugar beets 
are maturing. 

Early plums are being packed; 
harvest of early peaches is 
almost complete; some apricots 
are being picked; grapes are 
being thinned; walnuts are sizing 
well and early varieties are being 
whitewashed. 

A few tomatoes are being 
picked; squash, beans, and 
cucumbers are being harvested; 
asparagus is being picked and 
sent to freezers; bushberries are 
moving to market. 

Livestock is generally in good 
condition, however lower 
rangeland is drying fast.

This week the weather has 
again been showing who is boss 
around these parts. We suppose 
that after the results of the past 
two winters no one should be 
surprised at what happens next. 
However we no doubt will be 
because it does such unexpected 
things. Or we don’t remember 
what kind we were supposed to 
expect. 

In spite of all this you should 
be preparing yourselves and your 
garden for summer. It’s best that 
you should go out and survey 
the garden and see what needs 
doing most. Then take one area 
at a time and gradually work 
your way around. If you try too 
much at once you may be 
discouraged so take it in 
sections. 

It’s easier if you prepare good 
wide flower and shrub borders. 
At least three or four feet wide. 
This gives the plants room to 
grow and gives you time. to 
remove the bermuda grass before 
it grows throughout the borders. 
It also cuts down on the lawn 
area that remains to be mowed. 
While you're working on it a 
header board or strip of 
aluminum edging should be 
installed between the lawn and 
the border. 

Most of all you should enjoy | 
the garden. Don’t plant too 
much and do work in the cool 
part of the day or else find a 
shady spot. The garden should 
be adapted to both you and the 
weather.

The Old Days 


For some time I have been 
searching for an answer to a 
‘question as to what does San 
Juan’s day, which is June 20th, 
‘mean to the Indians of the 
Reservation east of Porterville. I 
have asked teachers and others 
but they come up with no 
_ answer. 

‘But to get along with my 
story of the San Juan day 
celebration I attended on the 
Reservation, when I was a small 
boy. I was very timid and scared 
of my own shadow after night. 
On those days kids were much 
closer to their parents than 
now-a-days. One had to mind or 
suffer, a whipping. which wasn’t 
very easy to take. 

The day before making the 
8-mile trip to the Reservation, 
‘the brake shoes on the surrey 
“were put in first class shape, the 
» “wheels were removed and the 
“axles greased. Mother fried 
chicken, made a cake or pies 
plus salad, sandwiches etc. We 
got up real early in the morning, 
as it took several hours to make 
the trip, and our first stop was 
generally at Bronsel Spring to 
water our horses at a horse 
trough that was there. 

When we arrived inside the 
Reservation we stopped at the 
Indian Agency to register, as a 
record was kept of who entered 
the Reservation, We were then 
told what to do, and especially 
not to take any booze. 

It was a couple of miles on to 
the Sand Flat where the 


Indian women and men would 
be fixing up their soft drink and 
bar-b-que stands, right after 
lunch the big event took place, 
which was under the supervision 
of the Indian Agent, with some 
Indian help. 

One large Indian by the name 
of Big Jim took care of anyone 
‘who consumed too much 
firewater. On our way to the 
celebration us kids were 
cautioned not to get very far 
away or the Indians would get us 
and believe me we stayed very 
close to our folks always. 

After lunch was over the 
program started, which 
consisted, of a three legged race, 
sack race, foot races and a tug of 
war, in which a long rope was 
used with a ribbon tied in the 
middle of it. Indian men would 
get on one end and whites on 
the other. Two lines were made 
- on the ground then the tug of 
war started one side trying to 
pull the other across his line. 

' Next came the rooster pull 
where they tied a five-dollar bill 
on a rooster’s foot, then buried 
the rooster in the sand up to his 
neck. Cowboys would ride by at 
full speed trying to grab the 
rooster’s head to pull him out of 
‘the sand. Some cowboys would 
fall from the saddle trying to

The only light on the 
buggies was two coal oil lamps. 
The road ahead was very dark.

Vandergrift, secretary of the 
Human Relations agency, 
Mulligan wrote, “We regret that 
Porterville State hospital was 
reported as a pollution problem 
by the regional board.” 

A report resulting from a 
recent inspection by the regional 
board staff disclosed that an 
odor nuisance existed in the past 
from the hospital’s waste 
treatment facilities but this has 
been .corrected through 
additional elements and 
improved operation, it is stated. 

Investigators recommended 
that alternative laundry and 
boiler compounds not 
containing hexavalent chromium 
or fluorides be considered as a 
safeguard against possible 
groundwater pollution in the 


distant future. 


Another recommendation 
urged completion of current 
plans to connect into the City of 
Porterville’s sewage treatment 
facilities.
